DEMOCBAKO orators in the Honse 


alluded to cornburmngm Kansas, when

For two or three- months I was nnde 


the impression that in referring to the 
core burners in Kansas, gentlemen in 
tended their remarks as [a compliment, 
and advertisement for that part of the 
country.

I do not believe there is a 
Republican m Kansas who, when he once 
learns that corn is cheaper fnel than 
any other that he can get, will not burn 
it 
That, Mr Chairman, is perhaps the

ON Sunday there was a damaging 


freight train wreck at Homer, on the Wa- 
bash east of Decatur. The track wag 
torn up for a distance of 50 feet, and 
.TOGO bushels of corn were scattered along 
the track. Fully 800 people visited the 
scene, There was a Connecticut man in 
the train with two carloads of horses, 
but suffered no damage. It was the 
second wreck he had been in on his 
journey home. 


It is a common thing the year round 


for the .'prisoners in the county jail to 
make attempts to escape from the prison, 
using ever means at hand to break 
through the iron and stone. 
They do 


their work slyly after 12 o'clock at night, 
continuing at it until daylight, when the 
crude tools they work with are hidden 
away until the next night. 


Yesterday a discharged prisoner in- 


formed the officers that the jail birds had 
eo far progressed in their jail breaking 
scheme that if the game was not checked 
at once at least one side of the prison 
might be emptied of its occupants any 
night. 


This morning Sheriff Manzy, Constable 


Weitsel and J. 8. Hewee, with Joe 
Mauzy.entered the jail to make a thorough 
search and discover what had been ac- 
complished. There are eight prisoners 
on the west side of the jail and BIZ on the 
east side. The sheriff made a systematic 
search. 
None of the prisoners would 


"peach" anil the sheriff had to discover 
what had been done by personal inspec- 
tion. It was discovered that a heavy 
iron bar of tne railing at the south end 
of the upper gallery had been sawed otf 
and then replaced ho that to all appear- 
ances it had not been tampered with. 
L is over four feet long and it took the 
strength of three men to pull it out of 
place. It was to lie used as n lever in 
prying oh* the iron bars of the windows 
and to dislocate the stones of the prison. 
Further search revealed the alarming 
fact that the lower ends of three bars in 
the window on the west side of the jail, 
second window from the south, hail been 
sawed through and that a start had been 
made to saw off the upper ends. 
Had 


this been accomplished it would have 
been an easy matter for [the prisoners to 
crawl through the opening and fall to 
the ground below, a distance of 20 feet. 
Possibly tho heavy iron bar was designed 
to be used as n weapon of defense in 
case of attempted recapture or pursuit. 


The prisoners were searched for saws 


and other tools and a saw was found, 
said to be in possession of Frank (Jatlin, 
one of the prisoners. It was pronounced 
the most perfect handmade saw ever 
taken out of the jail. The saw was made 
of steel taken from the back of a l'<>j>- 
vtttr Montlily magazine that had been 
handed into the prison. 
The paw has 


perfect teeth and had a handle made of 
heavy wite, the wire being furnished 
secretly by some visitor. 
This was the 


only tool found, but in the Sheriff's 
drawer was displayed a collection of 
saws, formed out of case knives, steel 
shanks of shoos, pen knives, steel taken 
from books, etc. 
These saws had been 


removed from the jail at former periods 
and are preserved to show the cunning 
of the desperate prisoners. 


Sheriff Manzy is not excited over tho 


discovery. He has the jail well guarded, 
but of course no oflicer can prevent the 
secret work of prisoners who have noth- 
ing else to do but devise schemes to 
escape. Sheriff Mauzy has never lost a 
prisoner. The damage done will be re- 
paired at once.

First, the rawhide Is cut in thin strips 


aa long as powible and half tanned with 
the hair on. Then these strips are soaked 
and stretched over a block. Then they 
are braided into a rope, care being; taken, 
of course, to pull the strands as "tight as 
possible. Wten the riafa (lasso) Is made 
it should be buried for a week, ten daj 8 
or even a fortnight, in the sand. It takes 
up moisture from the ground without 
getting hard. Soaking it In water won't 
do, nor will anything else that I know of 
except, as I say, burying rt. 


When the riata ia resurrected it should 


again be left for a time stretched over a 
Llock, with a weight to hold it taut. Then 
the hair should be sandpapered off the 
outside, and when the riata is greased 
with mutton tallow and properly noosed 


I it is ready for use. Every vaquero that 


pretends to take care of his apparatus 
will bury his riata and stretch it every 
six or eight months.—San Francisco Ex- 
aminer.
